ummer courses could get cheaper

Budget cuts and enrollment reduction 
at Sacramento State could result in lower 
fees for students who wish to enroll in 
summer courses, said Larry Glasmire, 
director of enrollment analysis. 

Proposed budget cuts require the uni- 
versity to reduce enrollment by 5 percent 
during the 2004-05 academic year. The 
summer program accounts for 5 percent 


of the year’s enrollment. To achieve the 
enrollment reduction, the summer pro- 
gram will be supported entirely by the 
College of Continuing Education, elimi- 
nating state funding. 

“By moving the summer program to 


. the College of Continuing Education, we 


can expect to accommodate the same 
number of students in the fall and spring,” 
Glasmire said. 

For students, the changes in the sum- 
mer program could result in a reduction of 


fees when compared 
with last year’s summer 
program. Students will 
be charged using a per- 
unit fee structure, and 
will pay $99 for each 
undergraduate unit. 

“Students will pay no 
more than they would 
with the state-supported program, and in 
some cases, less,’’ Glasmire said. 

Other changes in the summer semester

include the College of Continuing 
Education’s policy for canceling low- 
enrolled classes. 

Alice Tom, dean of the College of 
Continuing Education, anticipates cancel- 
ing few, if any, classes. : 

“The College of Continuing Education 
can run classes with a lower number of 
students,” Tom said, comparing her 
department’s summer program with the 
State-supported program. 

Canceling a course during the summer 


semester is largely based on the faculty 
salary structure. 

“The state-support program needed a 
full class to afford to pay the instructor,” 
Glasmire said, adding that the College of 
Continuing Education bases faculty salary 
on the number of students enrolled in a 
‘course. 

With the new summer program, lower 


enrollment could equal a lower salary for

On Feb. 26-27, students 
were likely greeted with the 
booming noise of steam. billow- 
ing out of Sacramento State’s 
Central Plant as they exited 
Parking Structure I. The Central 
Plant, most recognizable as the 
building with the giant green 
tank next to the tennis courts, 
was having its energy efficiency 
inspection. 

As students scurry to their 


classrooms, they have little or 
no awareness of the process that 
keeps their classrooms at a com- 
fortable temperature, said 
Christie Patrick, administrative 
support assistant for the Central 
Plant.

According to the office of 
Budget Planning and 
Administration, the new 
shuttle was _ originally 
ordered in April. Attempts to 
contact University 
Transportation and Parking

new vehicle have been 
unsuccessful. 

According to budget plan- 
ning office, the cost of the 
bus is approximately 
$197,000. Arrival of the 
new bus has been delayed, 
but neither UTAPS nor 
University Support Services 
could provide the approxi- 
mate date of delivery origi- 
nally set in their contract.

Machete-toting man arrested for alleged burglary

An arrest of a suspected car burglar was 
made on Feb. 19 in a Sacramento State park- 
ing lot. 

The arrest was made after a campus secu- 
rity officer saw a car that fit the description 
of the suspect’s vehicle. 

The suspect, Tung Thanh Nguyen, 23, is 
not a Sac State student and is on probation 
for burglary, said University Police 
Investigator John, Hamrick. 

A Sac State student took the description 
of Nguyen’s car after the student saw a man 
take a stereo from a Toyota Camry in park- 
ing Lot 7. 


After the man left the scene the student 
wrote down the suspect’s license plate num- 
ber along with a description of the man, and 
left it on the hood of the victim’s car. 

Neither the victim nor the witness was 
available to comment at press time. 

University Police were notified when an 
off-duty campus security officer recognized 
Nguyen’s vehicle from the student’s descrip- 
tion. 

sUniversity Police located and arrested 
Nguyen for burglary, possession of burglary 
tools and possession of an illegal weapon on 
campus; he was taken to Sacramento County 
Jail. 

According to the arresting officer’s 
report, the weapon was a machete knife, and 


the burglary tools were a flashlight and three 
screwdrivers. One of the screwdrivers was 
found on Nguyen and two were located near 
the driver’s seat of his car. 

Hamrick said that this suspect might be 
responsible for several of the recent break- 
ins but not all. 

Hamrick said students should be aware of 
what is going on around them when in the 
lots, especially parked cars with one or both 
doors wide open. 

Hamrick also said that if a student sees 
suspicious activity they should not hesitate 
to call University Police at (916) 278-6851.

The parking situation at 
Sacramento State has reached 
the boiling point once again as 
campus police have responded 
to seven fights since the begin- 
ning of the semester. 


“Disputes over parking 


_ spaces do occur on the cam- 


pus,” said University Police 
Investigator John Hamrick. 
“Most cases, though, are verbal 
in nature and don’t escalate in 
to violence.” 

In some cases, violence is a 
result of the dispute. 

“The ones that do (escalate) 
are usually fist fights among 
both parties,” Hamrick said. 

Steve Brewster, a junior at 
Sac State, said that although he 
did not know anyone who actu- 
ally had fought over a parking 
space it did not surprise him. 

“IT personally don’t have to 
fight the rush for a spot because 
I carpool and leave my house 
two hours early, but it’s frustrat- 
ing to not be able to find a spot 
when you pay a ridiculously 
high amount for your parking 
pass,” Brewster said. 

Brewster also said that even 
though he arrives to school sig- 
nificantly early, he still parks on 
the fifth floor of the parking 
garage. 

Manager of _ University 
Transportation and Parking 
Services, Nancy Fox, said there 
are more than enough spots for 
students to park with 8,129 
spaces for students and 1,813 
for staff.

“There is a parking space on 
campus for everyone who wish- 
es to park,” Fox said. “When 
people talk about not having 
enough parking on campus, 
they are really talking about 
having convenient and close-to- 
buildings parking for every- 
one,” 

Fox also said that about 
“19,000 student parking per- 
mits were sold in spring 2004.” 

Hamrick said that most 
fights occur because students 
are pressed for time. 

“One common trend that we 
see from these cases is that per- 
sons driving to campus are usu- 
ally pressed for time and have 
not allowed sufficient time to 
locate a space,” Hamrick said. 

Sophomore Jamie Lucia said 
that she gets annoyed with the

high cost of parking on campus, 


but thinks that people who 
waste time fighting over a spot 
are really just making a bad sit- 
uation worse. 

“Tt’s totally lame that you 
have to pay $110 for a pass and 
then have to spend 20. minutes 
just getting onto the main 
grounds,” Lucia said. “But if 
you sit there and yell over a 
spot, it’s not going to make you 
get to class any quicker.” 

Lucia said that she feels that 
Sac State should only sell as 
many passes as there are spots, 
but understands that it is not as 
simple as that. 

“When you think about it, 
people drop out and cut class, 
so there is some room to over- 
sell, but over twice as many is 
kind of over doing it,” Lucia 
said. 

Brewster believes selling 
less passes might make people 
realize that they are fortunate to 
have one. 

“It could maybe cut the road 
rage a bit, and people might not 
fight quite as often,” he said.

Chilled water pipes to 


cool Riverfront Center

Students battling the detour of fences to get to the 
Riverfront Center may be thanking the facilities and 
maintenance department when the heat comes in 
May. 

Matt Altier, associate vice president of Facilities 
Management, said new chilled water pipes, which 
will bring air conditioning to the Riverfront Center, 
are being installed. The current air conditioning unit 


is broken. 


“We needed to install the new chilled water lines 
as opposed to installing a new air conditioning unit,” 
Altier said. 

He also said that it was much more cost effective 
to attach the Riverfront Center to the central water 
cooling plant located next to the tennis courts, than 
purchasing another air conditioning unit. 

Altier said the project was paid for with minor 
capital outlay funds which come from California 
bond measures, part of which provide the California 
State University system monies for campus 
improvements. 


In 2002 voters approved Proposition 47, a 


ond that allocated $18 million to help 


Facilities Management do a massive renovation 
of underground facilities. 3 

Students and faculty may recognize the Central 
Plant as the large green cylinder tank towering above 
the tennis courts. The Central Plant provides air con- 
ditioning for most of Sacramento State using three 
giant chillers with 1,250 tons of cooling capacity, 
said Central Plant Director Paul Serafimidis. 

Serafimidis said the green tank holds roughly one 
and a half million gallons of water, which the chillers 
cool and send underground all through campus to 
provide energy efficient air conditioning. He said the 
current cold season has allowed the plant staff to shut 
down the chillers and perform maintenance work on 
them in preparation for the forthcoming hot weather. 

“The plant is very energy efficient,” Serafimidis 
said. “The campus is able to save a lot of money on 
energy use by cooling the water at midnight and hav- 
ing it ready to circulate through the pipes all over 
campus.” 

He also said the plant enables the campus to com- 
pletely bypass the energy difficulties of peak summer 
hours. 

Altier said the piping is complete, so the next step 
is to do a pressure test on the pipes to check for any

Express Shuttle Bus. 

Some of the buses used by 
the university have racked up 
many miles and are unreliable. 


Shuttles often need repairs and | 


many-are older models. Older 
shuttles also use diesel fuel, 
while newer vehicles run on 
natural gas. 

“The smell gives me a 
headache after a while,” said 
Ball, referring to shuttles that 
operate on diesel fuel. 

Last spring, two buses were 
unavailable for use on the 
same day. As a result, shuttle 
services were reduced to using 
a van to pick up students, 
because no other buses were 
available. That same semester, 
Ball said that UTAPS ran out 
of money designated for 
repairs. 

Ronald Grant, director of 
University Support Services 
said that the university orders 
new buses every two years. 
He said he is not extremely 
concerned about the delay in 
delivery, but admits that the

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bus company is having trouble 
keeping their commitment. 

“The company is having 
difficulty producing (the 
bus),” Grant said. 

That company in question is 
California Bus Sales located in 
Fresno. Calls to the company 
were not returned, and the 
company’s Web site shows an 
out of service message. 

Grant explained that a delay 
in receiving is uncommon, but 
does occasionally happen. 

“Tf it was June or July, I 
would be concerned,” Grant 
said. 

The bus will not be in full 
service until this upcoming fall 
semester. When it finally 
arrives, the bus will be used 


for training during the summer. 

The funds used to purchase 
the bus come from the univer- 
sity’s general fund. Financing 
for the purchase is received 
from the alternative transporta- 
tion fund. These revenues are 
generated through parking 
fines. They are also used to 
help cover some of the costs 
related to the student pass pro- 
gram, which allows those 
attending Sac State to ride 
public transportation for free. 

The new bus will have some 
features that current shuttles 
do not. For example, the bus 
will be equipped with over- 
head luggage compartments. 

“Each time we get a bus, we 
try to make them a little nicer,” 
Grant said. 

Ball claims that few 
mechanical problems have 
occurred this year, and shuttles 
will continue to operate on 
schedule without the new addi- 
tion. 

“We can manage for right 
now,” Ball said.

Limited funds are putting a 
strain on student clubs and organ- 
izations at Sacramento State. 

Student organizations can cur- 
rently receive funds from 
Associated Students, Inc.; howev- 
er, this funding may not ade- 
quately cover expenses and mem- 
bers must pick up the bill. 

_ASI funds most student clubs 
in the form of Dollars for 
Oranizations and Clubs grants 
where organizations can receive 
up to $1,500.per academic year. 
ASI Vice President of Finance 
Luke Wood said that every stu- 
dent organization is eligible, 
though last semester there was 
approximately $47,000 in 
requests and only $14,000 avail- 
able. 

“We have a huge amount of 
need and only a little bit of money 


_ to give,” Wood said. 


However, some clubs feel the 
DOC grant is misleading, because 
even if organizations are eligible 
for $1,500, most organizations 
only receive a portion of this 
amount. 

“There is a preconception 
when applying for the DOC fund 
that when you apply for the 
$1,500 that is what you get,” said 
Gregory Dossie, president of the 
Black Student 
‘Association. 

Instead, many organizations 
only get a portion of this money, 
and the amount varies depending 
on how many other organizations 
apply. DOC committee Chairman 


- John Kincaid said the committee 


does not choose some groups 
over others, rather it decides upon 
their expenses and their effect on 
student life. 

“We give an equal eye to 
everyone,” Kincaid said. “We

to $10,000. Another problem for 
organizations is that whenever 
they charge an admission fee to 
cover costs, it is labeled a fund- 
raiser. 

~The Black Student Culture 
Association is now in debt from 
showcasing events such as the 
play “Platanos & Collard Greens” 
for Black History Month. 

“With the play we lost 
money,” Dossie said..““The funds 
came from DOC/SEL in the form 
of a loan, (and) because tickets 
were being charged we have to 
pay it back. ... Now we have to 
go begging somebody else for 
money to pay it back, otherwise 
we won't be funded next year,” 
Dossie said. 

This year, ASI has tried to 
overcome this problem by creat- 
ing a new fund known as the 
Mighty Grant Fund. This would 
give $4,000 to seven or more 
organizations with similar objec- 
tives that can coordinate under an 
umbrella. ° 

“We require seven organiza- 
tions on the umbrella list in good 
standing with the university,” 
Wood said. “They can plan a year 
in advance for an event, and they 


can re-apply continuously so they 


are not applying two weeks 
before an event that should have 
been planned months ahead of 
time.” 

While Dossie thinks this is a 
good start he said, “The problem 
with the umbrella fund is that one 
speaker like Chuck D could wipe 
out their entire budget for the 
entire academic year.” 

Rec Sports also receives fund- 
ing from ASI to operate their 
sports clubs, which has a total 
operating budget of $200,000 to 
$300,000. Rec Sports Coordinator 
Ken Morton said it usually 
receives approximately $40,000 
per semester from ASI for sports 
clubs. 

“The estimated expenses for 
next year is $234,000 if we can 
get the funding,” Morton said. 
“The out-of-pocket expenses for 
students will be $63,000.” 

“We let Rec Sports apply for 
all their club sports with the 
understanding that they then will 
not apply for the DOC funding ... 
because their need is so great that 
the $1,500 really wont help 
them,” Wood said. “Really what 
we give them even through the 
grant fund isn’t enough for what 
they need. In my mind they need 
almost their own special clubs 
sports referendum.” 

Sports clubs spend most of 
their budget on travel, competing 
with other teams around the 
nation. 

The Ultimate Frisbee Club 
used their DOC funding last year 
to pay for their jerseys. 

“The jerseys actually arrived 
this summer and they have been 
sitting here waiting for a team,” 
said member Mo Stevens. 

Stevens said the club has as 
many as 30 members and the rea- 
son for its popularity is its relaxed 
atmosphere.

The idea is to create that steam while limiting the 
level of emissions resulting from burning natural gas, 
which is what the plant’s steam-room utilizes to pro- 
duce the steam, said Paul Serafimidis, manager of 
engineering services at the plant. 

Facilities like Sac State’s Central Plant have been 
under Sacramento city government’s watchful eye 
conceming energy efficiency because of the exces- 
sive pollution the city copes with, Serafimidis said. 

The loud noises from the plant were from the 
steam-room’s boilers running at near maximum 
capacity. This was to demonstrate for Sacramento 
city inspectors that the plant is capable of controlling 
nitrogen oxide emissions at the city’s required level, 
Serafimidis said. 

“‘Air quality is a big issue and they’re getting real- 
ly tight on it,” Serafimidis said of Sacramento regu- 
lators. “The air quality in Sacramento right now is not 
good.” 

Junior speech pathology major Carmela Tandoe 
said that she is very heartened at the efforts to limit 
emissions into the atmosphere. 

“Sacramento is a valley which means that we get 
the Bay Area’s pollution as well as our own,” Tandoe 
said. 

“With the American River there is a lot of wild life 
and as of right now it’s not polluted thanks to efforts 
like those of the Central Plant,” Tandoe said. 

Senior family and consumer services major Dana 
Jones said she wasn’t previously familiar with the 
plant’s purpose, but was happy to learn of its func- 
tion. 

“T never knew what that tank was before, but I’m 
glad to see they’re doing something about global 
warming,” Jones said. 

The steam-room houses two large old boilers and 
one smaller, newer boiler, all of which produce the 
plant’s steam. Serafimidis said that up until a year 
after he joined the plant, the two older boilers rather 
than burning natural gas, burned oil which emitted 
considerably more pollution. 

Companies tried to convince the plant to com- 
pletely replace the oil burning boilers, Serafimidis 
said. However, he said the staff knew that simply 
adjusting the existing boilers to burn natural gas 
would bring an enormous savings to the university 
and the taxpayers who help fund it. 

“We took the lead in air quality control,” 
Serafimidis said of Sac State. 

The Central Plant staff knew that the state was

so the university got on it before formal requirements 
were even put in place, Serafimidis said. 

The plant will learn the results of its inspection in 
three weeks. 

Serafimidis said the key way the boilers conserve 
energy is their ability to redirect gas, which would 
otherwise get released as pollution, back into the 
boilers to get re-burned. In the natural gas burning 
process, some always escapes without getting 
burned. He said the boilers are fitted with sensors that 
measure how much unburned natural gas is escaping 
at any given time. ; 

The boilers have fans that then extract that natural 
gas from the rest of the emissions that do make it out 
of the building, Serafimidis said. 

Another way the plant conserves energy is that 
those fans don’t have to run at a constant speed. Their 
speed depends on how much natural gas happens to 
be escaping at any given moment, Serafimidis said. 

“We feel good when we can help create a more 
comfortable learning environment for students and 
faculty,” Serafimidis said. 

Dale A. Cox, a public affairs officer for the U.S. 
Geological Survey housed on campus, said that he is 
pleased with the plant’s performance. 

“We certainly appreciate the quality of service, 
our lights, our heat, our cooling, our ability to provide 
the best quality of science to the nation,” Cox said. 

“I think most students think of their heating and 
air services as a switch they flick on and off,” Christie 
Patrick said. “They don’t realize there is a whole 
team of technicians providing it for them.” 

~ “T don’t think students pay much attention to our 
energy efficiency efforts, but they should because it’s 
saving them money in operational costs,” said nurs- 
ing program freshman Erica McClure. 

Serafimidis, a Sac State alumnus, said that provid- 
ing his services to the campus has been a pleasure, 
but he does have concerns about the university’s fis- 
cal future. 

“We’re a little worried,’ Serafimidis said. “If 
Proposition 57 doesn’t pass, we may face deep cuts.” 

Serafimidis said he fears that sharp cuts will effect 
a Slow regression back to the status quo that existed 
“before the plant’s energy efficiency revolution began.

my last column, when describ- 


ing my quest for a job, I may. 


have been a little hasty. Citing my 
principles, I was quick to dismiss 
stripping as a profession. But weeks 
later my new job isn’t exactly rak- 
ing in the big bucks, and I’m won- 
dering whether I was concerned 
with my principles or with everyone 
else’s. 

I decided to take a closer look 
behind Door No. 2, and see what I 
passed up. 

Welcome to Club Fantasy. 

I walk into the dark strip club, 
filled with scantily clad women, 
where I’m greeted by Gypsy. She 
could definitely fit into a fantasy 
or two: Her pretty face is framed by 
long dark hair, and she’s wearing a 
thong and chaps and nothing else. 
She’s very Christina Aguilera-meets- 
Cher. 

Before dancing, Gypsy worked. 
two jobs while going to school and 
had zero time for her daughter. She 
says she started dancing because 
she needed money fast when she 
was in an automobile accident and 
her mom became ill with cancer. 
She adds that even though she 
makes a lot of money, she doesn’t 
see most of it. 

Nevertheless, it’s worth it for 
her to be able to take care of her 
mother and have time with her 
daughter. 

“I don’t do this because I’m 
lazy,” she says. 

I believe it. She’s taking 12 units, 
has a 3.8 GPA and is studying to be- 
come’a teacher.

“People jump to the conclusion 
that I’m a prostitute,” Gypsy says, 
describing the stigma attached to 
the profession. “I can’t even go to 
the grocery store without being rec- 
ognized, and people will come up 
to me when I’m with my daughter.” 
She adds that she doesn’t even go to 


clubs anymore because she’s so 


much of a target for sexual abuse. 

Maybe my idea of stripping was 
a fantasy in itself. The more I hear 
about the reality of it, the less excit- 
ing it sounds. 

“It’s not easy at all,” Gypsy tells 
me. “It’s difficult psychologically 
and physically. There’s nights when 
you're constantly being rejected.” 

Of course when I imagine it, I 
don’t get rejected. 

When it comes down to it, I 
don’t think I want to endure what 
the job requires. I’m comfortable 
with my body, I enjoy dancing and 
I don’t feel I have to prove my in- 
telligence to anyone. But making a 
living off my body instead of my 


brains means I would have to prove 


it all the time. Call me a sucker, but 
society’s reaction matters to me and 
I wouldn’t be proud of what I do. 

For Gypsy, it may be easier to 
give the finger to society’s mindset. 
She’s proud to support herself and 
her family, as well as work toward 
her goal. But I don’t need that mon- 
ey. And unfair as their views may 
be, I need the support of my fami- 
ly and friends. ) 

Before I leave, Gypsy tells me, 
“We're always hiring, would you 
want to try dancing?” 

I guess all I can say is, “I’ve 
thought about it.”

The Vicious Dance Disaster at 
Old Ironsides offers up an 
eclectic atmosphere for the 

21-and-over crowd

Like alchemists attempt to melt metals into gold, disc jockeys Shaun 
Slaughter and Jon Droll fuse music into a beat-matched sonic quilt of mad 
style. Music, art ard fashion mix it up on the dance floor at Old Ironsides 
. —10th and S streets —‘evety first Saturday of the month at Vicious Dance 
Disaster. The flier promises “an over the top dance party filled with elec- 
tropunk, neo-disco, sugary pop gems, new wave, ghettobass anthems 
and everything in between.” 

The “everything in between” part is what Slaughter and his cohorts have 
been stirring together for almost four years. In 2000, Slaughter started the 
Indie-rock Britpop-laden night Lipstick at Old Ironsides, setting the mood 
and building a following. Out of this came the fearsome duo of Vicious 
Dance Disaster at Old Ironsides late in 2003 and Fuck Fridays, which kick- 
started last Friday at The Townhouse. 

“Each night is completely different,” Slaughter said. “Vicious evolved 
from larger scenes into a crazy oddball dance night. It’s insane. People dress 
up artistically and reflect the music, which reflects them.” 

Dressing up also makes admission to Vicious only $1. Themed costumes 
are highly encouraged and might be photographed for Slaughter’s Web site 
— www.clublipstick.net. 

I arrived at last month’s Vicious Dance Disaster at 10:30 p.m. and 
found street parking right away. Once inside, the buzz was strong. The bar 
was full. People were dancing. By midnight, there was a s long line out- 
side. The maximum occupancy was only relieved by groups of sidewalk 
smokers. 

After a couple drinks for mou+auvun ($6 can get you a premium shot 
of whiskey and a Pabst Blue Ribbon draught), I moved into the dance area 
and the night rolled from there. DJs Slaughter and Droll tag-teamed the 
mixer all night, taking breaks to bust a move and work the crowd on the 
dance floor, returning to the grandstand in sweaty customized T-shirts. 

“Wearable art” designer Olivia Coelho was selling these silk-screened 
tees and sweatshirts with Vicious logos printed over cheesy pop icons like 
N Sync. The idea is to feature a new artist every month, premiering lim- 
ited-edition works of functional inexpensive art exclusively for Vicious 
Dance Disaster. 

“They are just paintings that I scanned,” Coelho said: “I wanted to get 
away from the elitism and theory of art. | want to sell a piece of art for $5. 
I see people graduating from college s¢ ling paintings lor $2,000 and it’s 
laughable. There’s a time and a place to make money.” 

Coelho is a young artist who cleverly manipulates multiple media. Coel- 
ho is part of an online art collective at www.vicevintage.com, and one day

hopes to open a store featuring her own merchandise. 

In the meantime, the relationship between graphic design and textiles 
flows naturally along with the Sacramento nightlife. After organizing 
Sell Out/Buy Out, an art gallery event and profitable commercial gimmick, 
Coelho’s affordable and accessible fashion/art caught DJ Slaughter’s eye. 
So, he invited her to be a guest artist for Vicious last month. Coelho sold 
out, but on her own terms. 

“T think it’s great bringing all these multi-faceted people together,” Coel- 
ho said. “Now there are kids walking around in my clothes, I’m associ- 
ated with the nightlife, and I had a great time.” 

Aric Hondel is another cultural force in the midtown revival and shares 
Coelho’s enthusiasm. Hondel owns and runs Flat Spot on 28th and G streets, 
a space devoted to skateboarding and underground street culture that also 
functions as an art gallery. Coelho’s handbags and shirts are on display and 
for sale at Flat Spot. Hondel attended Vicious to check out the vibe. 

“The scene has changed for the better,’ Hondel said. “I like the DJs and 
how they mix (music) up with fresh new stuff. They’re good at what 
they do, but they might need a bigger place now with all the advertising.” 

Slaughter has created a post-rave cultural exhibition devoted to music, 
dance, fashion, art, design and commerce within the local community. He 
insists that Vicious not perpetuate “tired themes” like new wave or elec- 
tro-clash, and for good reason. In the past, different scenes rarely commin- 
gled, especially when it came to music. Fast-forward to 2004 and the Vi- 
cious crowd: everyone gets along and boogies down. Or do they? 

Old Ironsides security officer “Doug” left me with the impression that 
the crowd is always mellow and causes no problems. No sooner were we

finished talking, than I walked outside and saw multiple fights break out 
on the street. Within five minutes, the sidewalk was flooded with sheep- 
ish spectators, six police cars overwhelmed S Street, and I made my exit. 

Slaughter’s reaction to the scuffling was casual and aloof. As a native 
of the area, he believes Sacramento is a major metropolitan destination, 
and that bad things randomly happen. The real reward was drawing club- 
goers to Vicious from Los Angeles and San Francisco, cities that original- 
ly inspired him to create the scene that is now flourishing. 

“T always felt like, why isn’t there a more mixed club? Finally, there 
is a huge mixed crowd. This is a small city with a small pool of really cre- 
ative people. We’re not a Top 40 club and I’m turning a profit. I’m wait- 
ing for some competition,” said Slaughter, who DJs, promotes and pro- 
vides graphic design for his venture full time. 

“We're working with a clean slate and I think that people are getting 
exposed,” Slaughter said. “Fuck Fridays will be a venue to break new mu- 
sic and cutting edge bands needing a place to play. People are trying to do 
something different and the turn-out has been amazing.”

“Real Women Have Curves” is a play that entertains 
and challenges. Entirely based within the factory sweat- 
shop run by 24-year-old Estela (Daisy K. Espinosa) 
we are asked to see the outside world — men, capitalism 
and social pressures — through the eyes of four women. 

“Girls shouldn’t know so much,” Carmen said to the 
other four women in the sweatshop. 

Education leading to women’s liberation is a central 
theme in the script. The youngest character, Ana, is 18 
and works in her older sister’s Los Angeles factory. 
Ana’s dream is to be a writer and to go to college, but 
until she can apply for financial aid, she is working in 
the shop. Ana, convincingly played by Ethel Birrell, pro- 
vides a narrative to the story, and a perspective from 
which the audience can come. 

Ana guides us into a sticky world of hard-working

sure. The increasingly stressed Estela 


attempts to run a business where her dresses earn her $13 
and are sold in Bloomingdale’s for $200. Ana tries to 
support her sister, but can only urge her to stand up to 
Estela’s only client for money. Espinosa, a junior me- 
dia communications major, does a fine job in her debut 
performance, despite tendencies towards overacting. 

Adding to Estela’s impossible situation is her over- 
bearing mother. Carmen, beautifully executed by J. 
Andrea YaYa Porras, is the lively, vivacious Mexican 
mother many would want. After eight children, Carmen 
is still going strong. 

Determined and stubborn, she rubs her two daugh- 
ters the wrong way, leading to many spicy scenes. Por- 
ras clinches the vocal habits of Carmen, pulling every 
audience member to her. While many could pity her, she
